U. S. troop levels 
drop to low point 


in South Vietnam 


SAIGON (UPI) — The U.S. command 
said today American troop levels in 
South Vietnam have dropped to their 
lowest point in more than 40 months. 
The announcement came as officers met 
to plan a further 150,000 reduction order­ 
ed by President Nixon. 
The command said the number of U.S. 
troops in the war zone dropped last 
week by 3,200 from 417,100 to 413,900. 
It was the fewest American troops in 
Vietnam since Feb. 11, 1967 when there 
were 412,000 Americans in Vietnam. 
In Honolulu Monday a board of offi­ 
cers assem bled to draft details for with­ 
drawal of 50,000 more U.S. troops by 
Oct. 16, 1970 as the first of 150,000 
men to be out of Vietnam by the spring 
of 1971. 
The 150,000 - man reduction is expect­ 
ed to cut American combat strength in 
the war zone to two divisions, m ilitary 
sources said. 
On Vietnam fighting fronts Allied com­ 
muniques reported light action Sunday. 
Am erican forces killed 21 Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese in four scattered en­ 
gagements. Spokesmen said U.S. casual­ 
ties were one killed and 22 wounded. 
The Cambodian high command said 
today new waves of Communist Pathet 
Lao guerrillas had entered Cambodia to 
join Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
in an expected attack against the city of 
Kompong Thom. 
The Communist troops had planned to 
launch their third offensive in six weeks 
against Kompong Thom Sunday night but 
were thwarted by South Vietnamese gun- 
ships 
which 
broke up an 
attack, the 
spokesmen said. 
Kompong Thom is an important com­ 
munication center 80 m iles north of 
Phnom Penh. The Communists have been 
trying to seize it for six weeks. 


"Im portant num bers” of Pathet Lao 
troops crossed the border from Laos and 
have joined the Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese, the spokesman said. 
In Saang, 22 m iles southwest of Phnom 
Penh, the spokesman said government 
troops drove off Viet Cong hit-and-run 
attacks Sunday. Other such attacks were 
carried out Sunday night against two 
Cambodian positions along Highway 4 
linking the capital and KompongSom, the 
nation’s only deepwater port. 
The attacks Sunday and Sunday night 
ended a two-week lull in the Cambodian 
fighting. 
In Vietnam, 
Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese gunners fired four 122mm 
rockets into the form er royal capital 
of Hue Sunday night. The rockets kill­ 
ed two Vietnamese civilians, wounded 
four and blew up a house, m ilitary spokes­ 
men said. 
It was the first shelling of Hue in five 
weeks. 
One of the rockets hit a hospital 
but the only casualties were from an 
explosion in a residential area. 
A few hours earlier, American troops 
battled a Communist unit in jungled 
highlands 24 m iles west-southwest of 
Hue. The U.S. 101st Airborne Division 
troops killed five Communist troops but 
lost one killed and 20 wounded, mili­ 
tary spokesmen said. 
A South Vietnamese Navy ship crossed 
into South Vietnam from Cambodia on 
the Mekong River Sunday. The vessel 
carried 3,000 Camixudian troops arriving 
for training in South Vietnam. 
M ilitary sources said 3,000 Cambo­ 
dians were already in South Vietnamese 
m ilitary 
training camps. They 
said 
another 4,000 Cambodians would arrive 
in South Vietnam "in the near future” 
for training, bringing the total to 10,000. 
British Army probes 


N. Ireland charges 


BELFAST, North Ireland (UPlj — The 
B ritish Army today set up a special of­ 
fice to investigate charges of looting and 
brutality against B ritish troops during 
weekend rioting in the Roman Catholic 
area of Belfast where three persons 
were killed. 
In London, Lord Balniel, m inister of 
state in the Defense M inistry, told Par­ 
liament the government would investigate 
reports of looting by B ritish troops if 
specific charges were made. He put the 
death toll at three civilians killed and 
said 57 civilians and 15 soldiers were 
wounded. 
Belfast police later said three persons 
were killed and not five as reported ear­ 
lier. The army said there was some con­ 
fusion but that only three bodies were 
found. The victim s were killed in street 
fighting in the Falls Road area during 


the arm y ’s search for Catholic arm s. 
The area was quiet today but a Cath­ 
olic mem ber of the U lster Parliam ent 
predicted all out war with Protestants 
this sum m er. 
It was a search in Balkan Street off 
Falls Road on Friday which netted a 
large arm s cache which set off the riot­ 
ing and sent gunmen, allegedly from the 
Irish Republican Army (IRA), to the roof­ 
tops to snipe at B ritish troops. 
An IRA officer, saying most of the 
"guns” w ere m em bers of the outlawed 
organization, told a UPI correspondent, 
the arm y "found a truckful of weapons 
but there are lots m ore.” 


He did not say where the arm s, stor­ 
ed for trouble during next weekend’s tra ­ 
ditional processions by the Protestant 
Orange lodges, were hidden.

G rossini was pronounced dead on a 
arriv al at 4 p.m. at Marian Hospital 
in Santa 
Maria. Authorities reported 
G rossini was struck by a water truck 
driven by J.T . Simkins, speedway own- 
er. A witness, Lyle Koens, told in- 
vestigating officers that G rossini was 
standing behind the large vehicle as it 
backed up. Koens said he saw G rossini 
look at the vehicle, and then partially 
turn as the rear wheel caught his 
leg. The truck backed completely over 
G rossini and the front, right wheel 
rolled over his chest. G rossini suf­ 
fered m assive internal injuries, 
a 
broken leg and head injuries. 


Simkins told officers he did not see 
G rossini before the accident or rea­ 
lize what had happened. He said tie 
was backing the water truck when the 
tragedy occurred. 


Sheriff’s officials are conducting a 
further investigation. G rossini was ap> 
parently a spectator at the speedway. 
The accident occurred in the pit area 
according to reports. 


Mr. G rossini was born in Lompoc 
on Apr. 27, 1930 and was self-employ­ 
ed as an ARCO, station m anager on 
East Ocean Avenue. He resided at 1117 
E. Lemon.

" a ir defense methods engaged the at­ 
tacking a irc ra ft” but gave no other de­ 
tails. 
Authoritative Israeli newspapers re ­ 
ported Russian-built SAM2 m issile sites 
springing up like mushrooms along the 
< anal, 
indicating greater and greater 
Soviet involvement in the area. Israeli 
sources said the m issiles have shot 
down three Israeli planes in the past 
week. Egypt says six were shot down. 
Israel also was having its troubles 
in the occupied Gaza Strip which juts 
along the M editerranean coast toward 
the canal. 
Saboteurs today ble'M up the only ice 
cream plant in Gaza City, an Arab-owned 
plant. A spokesman said the saboteurs 
used about 88 pounds of explosives to 
collapse the factory and heavily damage 
the machinery.

TORONTO (UPI) — The windows rat­ 
tled noisily in the modest farmhouse 
near Toronto Airport. Mrs, Mary Day, 
preparing to feed her five-month old child 
breakfast, rushed to a window and saw 
the doomed jot liner "coming almost at 
our house.” 
"It was all red and white with fire ,” 
she said. "I picked up the baby and call­ 
ed the dog and ran into the fields. I 
ran like a madwoman. 
"It was all in flames as it passed 
over us. Then it came down and ex­ 
ploded, just the worst bang and noise 
I’ve ever heard.” 
The Air Canada DC8, stream ing fire 
and shedding two engines and its wings, 
splattered Sunday in sm all pieces of 
silvered metal in the barleyfield 100 
yards from M rs. Day’s home. All 99 
passengers and nine crew m em bers per­ 
ished in Canada’s second worst air tra ­ 
gedy. 
Included among the victim s were 25

La Grange, Ind., and Thomas Victor Do­ 
lan, 17, Manhattan Beach. In critical 
condition at Goleta Valley Hospital today 
after five hours of surgery was Thom­ 
as M. Hayes, 19, Cypress. 


Campus police said all three had been 
attacked about the head and upper torso 
with a sharp weapon, possibly a ma­ 
chete or a sm all hatchet. Hess and Do­ 
lan were found in their sleeping bags, 
but Hayes was located a few feet away 
leading to the speculation that he had 
tried to elude his assaillant before 
he collapsed from the attack. 


A stro ller found their battered bodies 
early Sunday morning at about 9 a.m. 
Authorities speculated that the attack 
came late Saturday night or shortly after 
midnight. 


Campus police found no m urder wea­ 
pon and there was no immediate indica­ 
tion whether one or more persons took 
part 
in the attack, apparently without 
motive. The victims still had their watch­ 
es and money, officers said. 


The victims were not students at UCSB, 
but were apparently among residents of 
Isla Vista who watched a fireworks dis­ 
play Saturday night on the beach below a 
30-foot cliff.

Italian government quits 


over bickering, labor woes 


ROME (UPI>~The government of Pre­ 
m ier Mariano Rumor collapsed today 
in a welter of labor strife and bickering 
among the four parties that made up 
his 100-day-old coalition. The nation was 
taken by su rprise. 
President Giuseppe Saragat asked the 
54pyeai^old form er high school teacher 
to stay in office as caretaker prem ier 
and said consultations on a new govern* 
raent would sta rt Wednesday. Prospects 
for political stability any time soon 
were dim. 
Neither Rumor nor any other cabi­ 
net m inisters desclosed why the goveri> 
meat fell. But statem ents by some po> 
liticlans Indicated the trouble arose 
from Socialist determ ination to cooper­ 
ate at local levels with the Communist 
Party. 
The resignation of Italy’s 31st posW 
F ascist government came on the eve 
of a 24 hour national general strike caP 
led by the nations’s Big Three labor 
unions, the latest In a m onth-long wave 
of agitation for social and economic 
reform . 


The first reaction from politicians 
was su rp rise. 
“ The resignation of a government 
24 hours before a general strike is not 
the act of an ordinary adm inistration,” 
said Socialist leader Riccardo Lombardi. 
“ Tilings look dark,” said Labor Min­ 
ister C arlor Donat Cattin. 


"The decision to open another govern­ 
ment c risis at a difficult tim e...,” said 
Deputy Prem ier Francesco de Martino, 
" is a political e rro r that Socialists 
cannot condone.” 
De Marino and Socialist colleagues 
said e arlie r they would cooperate with 
Communists in regional governments 
elected last month if such cooperation 
was necessary for stable rule. 
Rumor and a center-left coalition of 
Socialists, 
Republicans and tils own 
C hristian Democrats took office March 
28 after a prolonged and bitter crisis 
lasting 48 days. 
The resignation today came after a 
1 iroinute cabinet meeting. There was no 
warning of a c risis.

groups. Dent’s measure, much 
to organized labor’s dismay, 
would provide staged increases 
for the various categories of 
workers but would not touch 
overtime pay provisions the 
AFL-CIO wants liberalized. 
“ We 
have 
every hope of 
getting 
action 
in 
this Con­ 
gress,” 
a 
Dent 
aide 
said. 
Privately, however, backers of 
the measure concede there is 
little chance the full House 
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even will consider the bill, 
much less pass it. 
This anticipated fate is what 
labor 
oriented congressmen 
hope to campaign on this fall, 
appealing to nearly 17 million 
workers not even covered by 
the minimum wage and to the 
millions more who have seen 
the 
$1.60 
level eroded 
by 
inflation. 
Dent last year introduced an 
AFL-CIO bill that would wipe 
out 
categories 
on minimum 
wages and give all workers, 
including those not now covered 
by the Fair Labor Standards 
Act (FLS a ), a $2.00 an hour 
base wage. It would also amend 
the current FLSA requirement 
that overtime rates be paid 
after 40 hours of work a week, 
to require overtime after eight 
hours of work a day. It would 
also bring under coverage for 
the first time an estimated 3 
million state and local govern­ 
ment workers. 
Dent, however, aware that

legislation has 
suffered steady defeats since 
Democrats 
lost 
their heavy 
congressional 
majorities of 
1965, tempered laborsdemands 
and introduced a new bill early 
this year.

Ecology and Fashion Win as 
Mink Chang es Its Stripes

N EW YORK—(N EA )—One 
of the oldest industries in our 
country is the selling of pelts 
and furs. But now ecologists 
are concerned about the ex­ 
tinction of certain species of 
fur-bearing animals and hu­ 
mane societies about some of 
the methods used to kill 
them. 


Until now the fur industry 
in America has maintained a 
discreet silence on the sub­ 
ject. 


“ Rather than offer a blind 
defense, we have put our 
faith in the efforts of gov­ 
ernment, veterinary, conser­ 
vationist and 
humane 
so­ 
ciety investigators to ascer­ 
tain the true facts,” a recent 
fur 
industry 
report 
says. 
“ The findings of these in­ 
vestigators, whose qualifica­ 
tions are beyond question, 
indicate that vociferous nat­ 
uralists and conservationists, 
a l t h o u g h 
unquestionably 
well-intentioned, have never­ 
theless been overzealous and 
underinformed.” 


Widely publicized televi­ 
sion coverage of the killing 
of baby seals 
in Canada

Yet baby seals are not 
used in the United States for 
coats.

D EA R P O LLY —Do tell Mary S. that she should scrub 
her cupcake pans clean of all rust with very fine steel 
wool. Wash them in sudsy water, rinse and D RY THOR­ 
OUGHLY. Cover the inside with unsalted lard and bake in 
a slow oven for an hour. Remove, wipe dry, cover the bot­ 
tom with more melted, unsalted lard and bake again 
(Polly’s note—Cooking oil could be substituted for the 
lard.) Wipe clean. Thereafter, always be absolutely cer­ 
tain the pan is thoroughly dry before putting it away after 
use.—IDA

If you’ve finished making 
the summer slipcovers for 
the living room, how about 
an extra matching set for 
the directors’ chairs out on 
the patio? 


It’s not as far-out an idea 


as it might sound at first. If 
your outdoor party is rained 
out, those comfortable, can­ 
vas chairs are going to be 
brought in for extra seating. 
And if they are attractively 
slipcovered, you’ll take cred­ 
its as the best-prepared host­ 
ess in town. 


Dressed for a party is this director's chair, with its 
slipcover of bright flag blue with white cane pattern, 
in a new fabric by Australian designer Lemeau. 


Even if your patio party 
comes off as scheduled, you 
can still a c h i e v e indoor- 
outdoor co-ordination 
with 
slipcovers—and add a fes­ 
tive note to the proceedings. 
Choose a fabric that is 
pretty enough to use indoors, 
and tough enough for outside 
use. A versatile multipur­ 
pose material is made of 50 
per cent Fortrel and 50 per 
cent cotton, is m a c h i n e - 
washable and dryable and 
has been equipped by Cela- 
nese with durable press and 
soil-resistant finishes. What 
is more, it comes in a good 
collection of with-it designs. 
In 48-inch width, one yard is 
plenty for each chair. 
To make a slipcover stay 
in position, you can attach 
strips of Velcro in strategic 
spots. 
Cut back and seat sections 
of cover, using old cover as 
a guide and allowing Mz -inch 


extra all around for ease, 
plus necessary hem allow­ 
ances. 
Finish the back cover to 
same width as former cover. 
Cut seat section with margin 
for overlap 
in 
front and 
back, to accommodate Vel­ 
cro strip. Put in hems. At­ 
tach a narrow Velcro strip 
vertically to ends of back 
cover with matching strips 
on back of former cover. 
Attach

There are two other ap­ 
proaches to recovering di­ 
rectors’ chairs.

superintendent

1970s unless students are 
diverted away from teach­ 
ing careers. 
California now has about 
165,000-170,000 teachers in

“ Let

Fingering a coffee mug on 
his desk in his huge office 
atop the modern city-county 
building in Indianapolis, oc­ 
casionally answering a phone 
call (including one from a 
former governor who was 
going directly to the top to 
get some chuckholes fixed), 
Lugar recently talked for two 
straight h o u r s about city 
problems and the new forrii 
of government—U n i g o v— 
which Indianapolis and its 
environs 
have 
adopted 
to 
meet those problems. 
Much of what he said boils 
down to independence and 
self-reliance, both by com­ 
munities and by their lead­ 
ers. That’s somewhat 
the 
story of his own life. 
He was an Eagle Scout and 
first recipient of the God and 
C o u n t r y Award of the 
Central Indiana Council of 
the Boy Scouts; first in his 
class of 600 in high school: 
first in his class at Denison; 
a Rhodes scholar in England, 
where he earned a m aster’s 
degree in politics, philosophy 
and economics; and presi­ 
dent of the 250-man Ameri­ 
can Students Association at 
Oxford. 
After four years of Navy 
duty, he and his younger 
brother 
successfully 
m an­ 


aged two family businesses 
in Indianapolis and he in­ 
volved 
himself 
in 
several 
c o m m u n i t y organiza­ 
tions, m e a n w h i l e being 
elected to the Indianapolis 
Board of School Commission­ 
ers. 
He ran for mayor in 1967, 
won 53 per cent of the vote 
and became only the third 
Republican mayor of Indian­ 
apolis in the last 40 years, 
the first since 1956. 
L u g a r — a conservative 
dresser, trim, brisk, articu­ 
late—campaigned person-to-

Channel 13 to tape his Sun­ 
day report to the citizens. 
He had decided to use two 
letters which praised two 
aspects of the police depart­ 
m en t-o n e from an industrial 
representative and the other 
from a college law student— 


and encouraged other resi­ 
dents to write to him. 
Then, wiping off the per­ 
spiration from TV lights, he 
headed for two appointments 
in his office. One was with 
a graduate student who was 
doing a paper in which he 
would analyze the motiva­ 
tion of a mayor. 
“ In my days in Ohio at 
Denison U n i v e r s i t y , we 
wouldn’t even think of inter­ 
viewing p u b l i c officials,” 
Lugar smiled, “ and here’s 
this fellow going to ask me 
what my motives a re !” 
An insight into his motives 
may be o b t a i n e d from a 
speech he gave in April be­ 
fore the N o r t h Atlantic 
Treaty Organization (NATO) 
Committee on the Challenges 
of Modern Society. 
After o u t l i n i n g to his 
NATO audience some of the 
hopes and dangers for cities 
today, M a y o r Lugar put 
forth what might be called 
his creed: 
“The Apostle Paul said of 
his relationship to Rome, ‘I 
am a citizen of no mean 
city.’ His pride in his city 
and all that it meant and 
could mean to him was ex­ 
ceeded only by his religious 
commitment. 
“ The two callings, love of 
God and love of city, were 
compatible and necessary to 
his life and ministry. So it 
must be for each of us.” 
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Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell 
is considered the first wom­ 
an doctor in modern times.

Eggheads Sound Off

N EW Y O R K —(N E A I—Many sports personalities who 
pose as litterateurs can discuss any book, from ‘W ar and 
Peace” to “ Bambi,” because they have seen the movie. 
Two books currently of hot interest to this segment of the 
population are “ Ball Four." Jim Bouton’s 1969 baseball 
diary, and “ Pro.” a golf journal by Frank Beard. 
Since neither book has yet been transmogrified onto the 
silver screen, one would suppose that the jockos might re­ 
serve judgment on their literary merits. But. no, that ha.s 
not stopped the iocker-room eggheads. 
“ That was a terrible thing Bouton did.” 'said Leo Du- 
rocher, fictional scholar of the Chicago Cubs. “ Ifut 1 
didn’t read the book. I don’t read that trash.” 
“ The Beard book stinks,” noted Dave Hall, darling of 
American belles-lettres and golf course architects. “ No. I 
didn’t read it. I didn’t have to.” 
These are typical responses to “ Ball Four" and “ Pro,” 
An added disquisition is that both Bouton and Beard wrote

for dread money, rather than for purely esthetic purposes. 
Which, if true, places them in the sordid company of such 
as Shakespeare. Dostoevsky and Edgar .Mien Poe. who 
did not always stay a step ahead of the creditors. 
The original vehement responses to the sporting tomes 
were particularly insightful, since they couldn’t have been 
made from prepublication book excerpts in Look maga­ 
zine (for Bouton) and Sports Illustrated (for Beard). Each 
excerpt had only a few thousand words of the more than 
100,(КЮ words in each book. 
Bouton and Beard both deny that they are cutthroat 
mercenaries. Bouton said heivrote his book—which reveals 
that the protagonists of our national pastime are as caught 
up in pep pills and “ beaver shots” as in pop flies—because 
(1) it is a public service ( “ We are too wrapped up in false 
images” ), (2) it is an important addition to the sociology 
of America, (3) to entertain and, last but not least. (4) 
money. 
Beard had less lofty ideals. He felt that the only golf 
books being sold were either too biographical or too sta­ 
tistical. So, by capturing human qualities of the pro golf­ 
ers. with their human virtues and failings. Beard thought 
he could accomplish half of Bouton’s goals: (1) entertain­ 
ment and, second but not least, (2) money. 
Bouton knew his book would cause upheaval. Beard did 
not. 


“ I knew I was taking the risk of getting punched in the 
mouth in some hotel lobby,” said Bouton. “ I fell it was 
worth the risk.” Bouton said his one criterion for good 
taste was that he would stop short of getting a player in 
trouble with his wife. 
There was a rumor—typical of rumors—that one Houston 
teammate said to Bouton, “ Jim . I haven’t read llie book 
yet, but I will. And if there is anything in it that I don’t 
like because it’s personal, you’re not walking out of that 
clubhouse in one piece.” Bouton denies this. 


Beard said he was shocked by the response from people 
like Hill and Jack Nicklaus ( " I think it’s bad for golf” ) 
and Arnold Palm er, 


“ Palm er told me I had done wrong,” said Beard. “ .\nd 
that hurt me. I would never have done anything to tarnish 
him or anyone else on the tour. But especially .Arnie He’s 
been my idol. I think he got the wrong impression from the 
excerpts. 
“ When I said he looked like he was washed up at the 
PG A because of his bad hip. it was also what his doctoi 
thought. But later in the book I said I was eating crow 
and enjoying it—when Arnie won two tournaments at the 
end of ’69. 


“ But I never expected to write a blockbuster. I mean. I 
never said to my wife, ‘O.K., honey, the book is goinu to 
be published—cinch up your girdle*’ “

In a letter to the San Francisco Examiner, Mrs. Leon Ken­ 
nedy of Indio says a lot that needs to be said again and again 
about the real meaning of the protracted contest between Cali­ 
fornia table grape growers and the United Farm Workers Or­ 
ganizing Committee of Cesar Chavez. We quote her in full: 
“ I have no financial investment in the grape industry. My 
concern is the right of the grape workers to accept or reject 
the (UFWOC) as their bargaining agency and the right of the 
grape grower to sell his product. 
“ For five years these workers have withstood intimidation, 
degradation and violence by the UFWOC in its efforts to force 
membership upon 
them. When these tactics failed, the Cali­ 
fornia table grape boycott was initiated. 
“ With these pressures on workers increasing, their need 
of public support is urgent. This support can best be expressed 
by eating grapes.”

We would amend Mrs. Kennedy’s statement only in regard 
to that word “ best.” Resisting the boycott certainly is a direct 
and practical way in which the average consumer can express 
his opinion. The most effective long range way, however, is 
support of Senator George Murphy’s Consumer Agricultural 
Food Protection Act (S. 2203) now before the Senate. 


The Murphy bill would establish for agriculture long-needed 
labor relations guidelines which take into full consideration 
the particularly vulnerable nature of the industry, yet would give 
farm workers legal rights to decide whether they want a union, 
and if so, which union. Cesar Chavezdoesn’t want that. He wants 
to force his union on the workers by harassing and bludgeon­ 
ing growers into contracts, without the workers’ consent. 


Those who sincerely want to help farm workers should keep 
this very much in mind.

Another was lo 
cated where the present 1 a Purisima 
Mission is and it was known as Amuu. 
Another village was called Lompoc and 
its 
site was in the vicinity of present­ 
ly owned Union Sugar Company ground 
west of the city. 
When 
Union Sugar Company levelled 
the 
land for planting many years ago, 
Pop claims that the village was proba­ 
bly destroyed. However, he is quite cer­ 
tain that the Lompoc village was in an 
area where two streams came together. 
“ Wherever two streams came togeth­ 
er, I found an Indian village,” Pop stat­ 
ed. 
With this research, Pop wrote to the 
Smithsonian 
Institute for some assist­ 
ance on the meaning of the word Lompoc 
from their Indian language expert, a for­ 
mer Santa Barba ran 
named Mr. Her­ 
rington. 
“ Herrington 
knew what I was talking 
about and he concludes that the word 
Lompoc means ‘where the water breaks 
through.” 
Until somebody can prove otherwise, 
we’ll take the word of Pop Ruth and the 


Smithsonian Institute. Lompoc: “ Where 
the Water Breaks Through.”

Long entrenched 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
One of the myths being recounted by 
those who opposed the Cambodian excur­ 
sion is that the American - South Viet­ 
namese attacks on the North Vietnamese 
bases led to the Communist take-over of 
a third or more of that unfortunate coun­ 
try. 
It’s time to get the 
facts straight. 
That same third or 
more 
of Cambodia 
has been Commun­ 
ist - occupied for at 
least a decade and a 
half. 
For 
years 
t h e 
North 
Vietnamese 
have collected taxes 
in 
most 
of 
these 
areas. 


For years the North Vietnamese have 
recruited troops, drilled troops, sta­ 
tioned troops and stored arms and sup­ 
plies in these areas — not just in the 
border bases which have been attacked 
in the campaign that ended June 30. 
For years the North Vietnamese have 
controlled the local rice and fish trade 
in most of this third to half of Cam- 
bodia. 
By economic alliances with some of 
the tv>p people of the Sihanouk govern­ 
ment, their wives, brothers-in-law and 
second - cousins, for all practical pur-

poses the North Vietnamese had effec­ 
tive political and economic control over 
much of Cam‘>odia. 
They were able to do this because the 
400,000 to 600,000 North Vietnamese who 
lived in Cambodia provided the base, the 
money, the expertise and the haven for 
these varied activities. 
In a number of areas of Cambodia for 
the past 15 or so years at leaset, the 
Cambodians have been treated as “ ali­ 
ens” or “ minorities’’ in their owncoun- 
try. As a result some have over the 
course of years migrated to South Viet­ 
nam to escape persecution from the 
North Vietnamese in Cambodia. 
This migration is not a recent thing. 
Several years ago in South Vietnam this 
reporter visited a hamlet that had over 
the previous several weeks been especi­ 
ally zealous in repelling the Viet Cong. 
I heir feat was even the more remark­ 
able because they had few weapons and 
little training. The population of the ham­ 
let was a relatively aged group. Yet 
these men fought and fought well. And 
they repulsed the attackers. 
I his was an intriguing story and it 
caused me to talk to these men at length 
to find out what motivated them. 
It turned out that these people ware 
C arnbodians — the entire hamlet, ex­ 
cepting two or three families. 
I hey had, most of them, come from 
one village in Cambodia. They had moved 
because of the persecutions of the North 
\ ietnamese who were even then in poli­ 
tical, military and economic control of 
their region (which was not too far from 
the capital, Plmom Penh). 
So, much of the village had moved, and 
then moved again, only to suffer addi­ 
tional persecutions. They then had migra­ 
ted to South Vietnam, only to find the 
village they moved to was under Com­ 
munist attack. 
At last they had decided to find a 
ham1 et of their own, which they did. 
1 hey vowed they would not be pushed 
from this hamlet. And they weren’t. 
So we are not talking about a new 
war in Cambodia. We are only talking 
about open, publicized warfare as distinct 
from hidden, underground war.

WASHINGTON — By feeding the raw 
meat of unbridled assault to Republican 
diners Vice - President Spiro Agnew 
has set what must surely be some kind 
of world record. In six months he has 
raised close to $3 million. At one din­ 
ner alone, $100 a plate in Minnesota, 
the returns were over a million and that, 
his staff says with pride, is also a 
record. 
But what may be 
good for the Republi­ 
can party is not nec- 
esarily good for the 
country.

cerned — Sen. Mark 
Hatfield of Oregon said this in pub­ 
lic, that he is damaging the party as his 
attacks grow more and more extreme. 
There was a Republican 
of recent 
memory, Sen. Joe McCarthy of Wiscon­ 
sin, 
who did the party great harm. 
Broadening his onslaught with poison- 
tipped barbs, Agnew sounds increasing­ 
ly like McCarthy. The other day he im- 
punged the patriotism of Averell Harri- 
man, Cyrus Bance, Clark Clifford and 
others. The intimation was that for poli­ 
tical expediency or worse they had be­ 
trayed their country. 
The time has passed, in the view of 
this observer, when President Nixon can 
rest on the easy disclaimer that his vice- 
president is an autonomous fellow speak­ 
ing his private mind. Out of his own back­ 
ground the President surely knows how 
divisive, how inflammatory, istheAgenw 
form of assault. 
In the speech attacking Harriman the 
vice-president intimated that, as ambas­ 
sador to Moscow, Harriman has sold out 
Poland for a kind word from Stalin and 
a pair of fine-blooded horses. This was 
Richard Nixon’s tactic in the McCarthy 
era. He called Adlai Stevenson “ a gra­ 
duate of the Acheson (Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson'' college of cowardly Com­ 
munist containment.” The innuendo of 
Commjnism used against his opponent 
runs through 
his whole political ca­ 
reer. 


Sen. J. William Fulbright is a prin­ 
cipal Agnew target, with the charge that 
as a defeatist he wants to rob the chief 
executive of his constitutional powers. 
The vice-president would do well to 
look back at some recent history of his 
own party. 
As a senator, Mr. Nixon was a co­ 
sponsor of the Bricker amendment. T hat 
amendment, pushed by Ohio's Sen. John 
J. Bricker, would have robbed the execu­ 
tive of a large part of the treaty - mak­ 
ing power which under the constitution is 
a vital element in executive responsi­ 
bility for foreign policy. Both at home 
and abroad the amendment and the ex­ 
tremist marshalled behind it were taken 
as an ominous sign of a return to iso­ 
lationism. 
The forces pushing the amendment 
charged that a series of United Nations 
conventions, with the United States a 
signatory to the U.N. treaty, would turn 
the country over to the one-worlders. 
Under the amendment no treaty would 
be binding if the Congress or the leg­ 
islatures of the states chose to re­ 
pudiate its terms. 
For a newly elected Republican presi­ 
dent, Dwight Eisenhower, and his sec­ 
retary of state, John Foster Dulles, the

controversy over the amendment was a 
source of Anguish. For many McCarthy- 
ites it was a convenient stick to beat 
the one-worlders, the liberals and the 
psuedo Communists. To Dulles, having 
at last achieved 
his long - cherished 
goal, it meant an impossible barrier. 


The debate raged in the Senate, with 
opponents charging 
that the president 
would “ no longer have control over for­ 
eign affairs since the Congress would 
regulate his conduct down to the small­ 
est 
details.” President 
Eisenhower 
wrote to the Republican leader of the 
Senate that the amendment would “ shac­ 
kle the federal government so that it is 
no longer sovereign in foreign affairs.” 
A somewhat 
modified version of the 
Bricker amendment, still opposed by the 
administration failed of the necessary 
two - thirds majority by a single vote. 
The Republicans held narrow majori­ 
ties in both houses of Congress with 
President Eisenhower’s election in 1952. 
They lost that narrow hold in 1954. 
One reason for the setback, in the view 
of many observers at the time, was the 
deep division in the Republican party 


over McCarthism and its dire conse­ 
quences. 
The so-called realists in the party 
had talked frankly of a high road and a 
low road - let McCarthy take the low 
road and show what he could do. Even 
so honorable a man as Sen. Robert 
A 
Taft was quoted as saying that he 
had personally been urging McCarthy to 
press his charges “ and if one case didn’t 
work to bring up another.” 


It was a Republican finally, who as 
much as any single individual brought Mc­ 
Carthy to the bar of the Senate for 
censure and his ultimate downfall. But 
the damage had been done, damage to 
his party and, more serious, to the co­ 
herence and well-being of the country. 
President Eisenhower ended the Ko­ 
rean War. He restored calm to the coun­ 
try. Today, with a ground war in Asia 
with 400,000 Americans involved and a 
casualty list of 42,000 dead, the situa­ 
tion is far more flammable. McCarthy- 
ism in whatever degree or kind is a grave 
risk.

Democrat dilemma 


NEW YORK (NEA) 
New York’s Democrats, long domi­ 
nant in numbers like their counterparts 
in California, show a superb talent for 
electing Republicans. This year, in their 
fight for the U.S. Senate nomination, 
they are trying to get out of that box. 
If they succeed next fall, it may be in 
spite 
of themselves. The party’s state 
committee, in its spring Follies at Gros- 
singer’s in the Catskills, picked Theo­ 
dore 
Sorensen, 
for­ 
mer 
John 
F. 
Ken­ 
nedy 
aide. 
But 
he 
may 
well 
lose to 
Rep. 
Richard 
Ottin- 
ger 
of 
Westchester 
county 
in 
the 
June 
23 primary. Ottinger 
is coming on with a lav­ 
ishly 
financed televi­ 
sion rush. 
Many 
key 
Democrats say Ottinger 
would be the tougher adversary for Re­ 
publican Sen. Charles Goodell, named 
to the post in 1968 after the death of 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy. 
Surely the Democrats could use a vic­ 
tory. With 
a roughly 
3-to-2 statewide 
edge over the GOP in registration, they 
have managed to lose six of the last nine 
U.S. Senate contests. Only Kennedy and 
the late Robert Lehman have been Demo­ 
cratic winners since World War II. 
Sorensen and Ottinger aren’t alone in 
this struggle PaulO’Dwyer, peace candi­ 
date who won the 1968 Senate nomination 
with a nearly invisible 7 per cent of the 
party’s registered vote, is having another 
go. A fourth bidder is Rep. Richard Max 
McCarthy of Buffalo. 
Ottinger, an attractive, youngish con­ 
gressman whom impartial appraisers 
rate a man of substance as a legislator, 
is 
simply 
saturating the air waves 
with brisk TV spots that have, according 
to 
his 
aides, lifted his “ recognition 
factor” to possibly 80 per cent. Before 
that, says one, he literally “ fell off the 
cliff’ after he left the confines of his own 
district. 
Some 
party leaders think Soresen 
still will stand off the Ottinger challenge. 
But the interest has to be why the state 
committee’s choice seems too vulner­ 
able. 
Cast around the professional party cir­ 
cuit and the word “ nasty” comes up oft- 
en in talk of Sorensen's public makeup. 
The most brutal thing I heard said of 
him was this: 


He’s caught between a sneer and a 
sm ile.” 
Translated, this is intended to convey 
that Sorensen 
consistently cuts up his 
opponents with contemptuous ruthless- 
ness, 
yet gives his slashing assaults 
a smiling “ Mr. Nice Guy” coating. 
Curiously, though Sorrensen thus ap­ 
pears 
to 
put 
off a lot of people, he 
does not talk enough on peace (despite a 
clear commitment to the peace cause) 
to 
satisfy New York’s supermilitant 
doves. They divide their allegiance ba- 
tween O’Dwyer and Ottinger. 
If Sorensen should win, many leftist 
militants likely would throw in withGoo- 


dell. In his effort to broaden his once 
narrow conservative upstate base, God- 
dell has tacked on fuzzy sideburns, put 
himself in company with much of the cam­ 
pus rebellion and lurched far to the lib- 
eral side on the war and other issues. 
Says one politician: 
“ He’s got to the left of (Senator) Jar- 
its, which is pretty hard to do.” 
Sorensen’s own view of all this is that 
he is a plausible [)eace candidate even 
though he will not declare draftdodgers 
heroes and approve proposals to impeach 
President Nixon. He sees himself as a 
man of established stature and experi­ 
ence who can appeal better ttian his riv­ 
als to his party’s moderates and conser­ 
vatives, and even capture Republicans 
annoyed (some to the point of booing) 
at Goodell’s leftward move. Sorensen 
thinks his competitors have been rough­ 
er on 
him than he has on them 
Feeling is wide among party profes­ 
sionals, however, that Ottinger could hold 
more of the 
left in the 
Democratic 
fold and still manage to appeal to a wide 
center. He might be a more believable 
“ middle range” choice ifsetbesideGoo- 
dell on the far left and the Conserva­ 
tive party’s James Buckley — who with 
money 
and more recognition could poll 
a surprisingly high vote among disen­ 
chanted conservatives in both major 
parties.
